Nev ertheless Cook ha d 
his supporters, receiv ed univ ersity de­ 
grees a nd honors from king a nd people I 
in Denma rk, the first la nd a t which he j 
touched, ha d a n enthusia stic reception j 
on his return to New York a nd wa s 
greeted by la rge a nd profita ble houses 
on a lecture tour which he im m edl-! 
a tely ma de of most of the la rge cities I 
of the Ui 
ed Sta tes. 
In the mea ntime | 
Pea ry a nd his compa nions published I 
their deta iled cha rges a ga inst Cook, j 
the chief, point of which wa s tha t j 
Cook’s own Eskimos ha d repudia ted 
him a nd sa id tha t he went but a little 
wa y north a nd wa s “ nev er out of sight 
of la nd.” 
Shortly a fterwa rd Edwa rd 
N. Ba rrill, Cook’s s< le compa nion in a 
prev ious a scent of Mount McKinley, 
sa id in a sworn a ffida v it tha t neither 
of them ha d been nea rer tha n fourteen 
miles to the top of tha t mounta in. Still 
la ter a sea pilot a nd a n insure.nee bro­ 
ker in New* York swore tha t they ha d 
a ssisted the doc tor a nd fa brica ted a s­ 
tronomica l oV■•erv a tions cov ering his 
pola r trip a t the time he wa s prepa ring 
his records to send to the Copenha gen 
univ ersity. At this time Cook ha d for­ 
wa rded his pa pers to the* Da nish sci­ 
entists a nd mysteriously disa ppea red. 
Settling the Controv ersy. 
Mea nwhile the Na tiona l Geogra phic 
society 
ha d 
exa mined 
Comma nder 
Pea ry’s records a nd ha d v oted him a 
meda l a s ha v ing “ rea ched” the pole, 
thus lea v ing the question of Cook’s a l- 
teged priority still to be decided. After 
tire publica tion of the pilot’s a nd bro­ 


wns ta ken by Glenn II. Curtiss, a n 
America n; the exploits of the Wright 
brothers, Wilbur circling the sta tue 
of Liberty a nd Gra nt’s tomb a t New 
York a nd Orv ille a scending to a height 
of 1,600 feet in Germa ny, a nd the cross 
country trips of Count Zeppelin in his 
immense dirigible, ca rrying a s ma ny a s 
twenty-sev en pa ssengers, to sa y noth­ 
ing of numerous fea ts a lmost a s re­ 
ma rka ble by these a nd other a v ia tors, 
ha v e a wa kened ma nkind to the con 
sciousness tha t a newT mode of tra v el 
is here a nd tha t the drea m of the a ges 
ha s come true. 
Indeed, this ma kes two drea ms tha t 
ha v e come true, for the hope of rea ch­ 
ing the ea rth’s fa rthest north ha d a lso 
been before men’s sleeping a nd wa king 
v ision for centuries, a nd now a third 
drea m is on the wa y to fulfillment— 
tha t of wedding the Atla ntic a nd Pa ­ 
cific ocea ns. 
True, the Pa na ma ca na l 
ha d its inception before 1909 a nd will 
rea ch its completion a fter 1909, yet it 
wa s during this yea r tha t President 
Elect Ta ft v isited the isthmus a nd 
forma lly opened the Pa cific end of the 
big ditch, a nd it wa s during this yea r 
tha t some of the most gra tifying prog­ 
ress wa s ma de on the work a nd a 
definite da te wa s fixed when it would 
be finished a nd thrown open to na v iga ­ 
tion. 
These constitute a trinity of grea t a c­ 
complishments—three of the grea test 
in the scientific a nd industria l field. 
It 
is a ca use not for boa sting, but, ra ther, 
for gra titude, tha t they were a ll done 
by America ns. 
The north pole wa s 
discov ered by a n America n, the a ero­ 
pla ne wa s inv ented by America ns, a nd 
the Pa na ma ca na l is being built by 
America ns. 
Sca rcely less rema rka ble a s engineer­ 
ing fea ts were the trolley a nd ra ilroa d 
tunnels opened under the Hudson riv er 
a t New York a nd the Gunnison irriga ­ 
tion tunnel opened by President Ta ft. 
Politica lly the yea r ha s been mo­ 


mentous in some foreign countries a nd 
a t lea st nota ble a t home. 
The chief 
ev ent wa s the dethronement of Abdul j 
Ha mid II. in Turkey a nd the triumph 
of democra tic idea ls a nd constitutiona l 
gov ernment. 
Sca rcely less importa nt 
from the sta ndpoint of progress is the 
British budget fight, which ma y speed­ 
ily result in rev enue reforms, home 
rule for Irela nd a nd the pra ctica l a boli­ 
tion of the house of lords. 
In Fra nce 
the a nti-clerica l mov ement ha s gone 
on, ev en though its former lea der. 
Premier Clemencea u, ha s been deposed 
from power. 
Other foreign ev ents of 
more tha n pa ssing note were the a v ert­ 
ing of threa tened wa r in the Ba lka ns, 
the a ssa ssina tion of Prince Ito, the 
J a pa nese representa tiv e in Korea ; the 
bea tifica tion of J oa n of Arc, the dea th 
of King Leopold of Belgium, a ruler 
who ha d ga ined a lmost a s unsa v ory 
a reputa tion a s Abdul Ila m id, a nd the 
execution of Professor Fra ncesco Fer­ 
rer, a Spa nish libera l, which ev ent 
ra ised a storm of protest throughout 
the world a nd drov e the Spa nish min­ 
istry from power. 


The New Administra tion. 
In America the chief politica l ev ents 
wore the tra nsfer of the presidency 
from Theodore Roosev elt to Willia m I 
II. Ta ft a ud the pa ssa ge of the Pa yne i 
Aldrich bill, the first rev ision of the 
ta riff in twelv e yea rs. 
From its in ­ 
fluence on the future, one of the most 
nota ble fea tures of the ta riff tight wa s 
the dev elopment of the “ insurgent" 
group of sena tors a nd representa tiv es 
in the Republica n pa rty, a mov ement 
tha t still exists in the regula r session, 
a lthough the ta riff bill is long since a 
la w.
